Gold and Silver Production and the 
A m ount oT Coin in the I'niied States. 
W vsniNGTON, August 8ili.—Dr. James P. 
Kimball, Director of the Mint, has com- 
i pieted his report on the production of gold 
and silver in the I nited States during the 
calendar year of 1885. The production of 
g >'id is estimated at §11,800,000, an increase 
of §1,000,000 over the estimate for the cal­ 
endar year of 1881. The production of sil­ 
ver for the calendar year of 1835, calculated 
at coining rate in silver dollars, is estimated 
at $51,600,000, against $48,800,000 in 1884— 
an increase of $2,800,000. Colorado still 
retains the foremost rank as the largest 
producer of precious metals, California 
maintaining second place. The most no­ 
table changes have been in Montana and 
Idaho, the production of the former having 
increased from $¡>,000,000 in 1884 to nearly 
$13 560,000 in 1885; and the latter from 
$.•¡.970,000 in 1884 to $5,300,000 in 1885. 
Nevada. Utah, New Mexico and Dakota 
still hold their own, while the production 
of Arizona has slightly increased. The coin­ 
age executed during the calendar year at 
mints is the coinage of 47,514,521 pieces of 
the face value of $56,926,810; of this 
amount 3,002,313 pices,valued at $27,773,013, 
consisted of gold coin,and 31,925,541 pieces, 
valued at $28,962,176, of silver coin. The 
remainder is minor coin. The number of 
silver dollars coined during the calendar 
year of 18S5 was $28,697,767. In addition 
to the coinage, gold and silver bars of tiie 
value of $27,490,095 were manufactured by 
the mints and assay office during the 
vear. The total value of bullion and coin 
imported into the United States during the 
calendar year was $41,418.129, of which 
$8,322,909 consists of bullion and $33,095,­ 
120 ot coin. Of total imports $23,615,311 
consisted of gold ami $17,772,718 of silver. 
The total export of gold and silver from 
the United States during the same year 
was $44,697,749, of which $11,319,207 was 
gnid and $22,280,542 silver. While the 
United States lost bv net exportation dur­ 
ing the year $15,508,081 in silver, it gained 
$1,228,180by net importation of gold. The 
report contains an elaborate review of the 
coin circulation of the United States. The Di­ 
rector’s advance estimate of January 1, 
1SS0, is reviewed, as well as the estimates 
of his predecessor. Some errors in the still 
early estimates have been corrected. A de­ 
duction fiom the stcx-k ot gold coin of 
$15,609,981 is made for bullion in the 
Treasury July 1, 1873, heretofore included 
as c >in,'ar,d for an error in the exports of 
gold coin as reported for 1871, $4.651,714: a 
total of $26,324,695. This, with $30,000,000 
deducted in his annual liseal report, makes 
a total deduction of $50.325,695 from the 
estimates of his predecessor of the stock 
of gold coin in the United States. The 
Director (stimates the amount of gold coin 
in the United States on January 1, 1886, to 
have been $533,485,453; of silver dollars. 
$218,259,701; subsidiary silver, $75,034,111; 
or a total stock of coin of $826.779,325. 
Stock of gold coin in the United States 
Treasury, held over and above the out­ 
standing gold certificates. $75,434,579, and 
national banks, $156,353,592; including 
treasury and clearing-house certificates. 
One hundred and fifteen State hanks 
and trust companies lieid 
Novem­ 
ber 1, 1855, $31,255,788, which left 
in the hands of the people and 
other banks $270,441,693 of silver dollars 
which have been coined in the United 
States. The Treasury owns (not represented 
by silver certificates) $72,538,725. and the 
national bunks, $6,910.628. The amount 
owned by private individuals and other 
hanks, including those in the Treasury rep­ 
resented by certificates outstanding, was 
$138.780.403. Of subsidiary silver, about 
*27,000,(^90 was in the Treasury, and $47,­ 
000,000 is outstanding. The result of his 
imjuiries leads the Director to the conclu­ 
sion either that the consumption of gold 
and silver in industries has tallen oil since 
1883, or that there is less duplicating in the 
return than heretofore, as between the 
original and secondary manufacturers. 
Crop Summary. 
Chicago, August 8th.—The following 
crop summary will appear in this week’s 
issue of the Farmers' Ki'vicw. The rams 
have improved the prospects for corn ex­ 
ports of Minnesota, Iowa, Illinois, Ohio 
and Kansas, while in Indiana the tenor of 
the reports indicate an average yield. The 
very large sections in ail the remaining 
corn-growing States have as yet had no re­ 
lief from the drought, and reports are now 
coming in which would indicate a failure 
of the crop in wide areas. Deports trom 
I’utnam county, in Illinois, state that much 
of the corn is fired in the ear, and some to 
the tassel. The entire crop threatens to be 
a iailurc. In Minnesota corn lias attained 
a growth of six to eight feet, and the pres­ 
ent outlook is for nearly a full average 
crop. Iu Olmsiead and Blue Earth coun­ 
ties the outlook is very good. Throughout 
Missouri the prospect is not good for more 
than one-half to three-fourths of an average 
yield. 
I n Worth, Pulaski and Lafayette 
counties the crop appears to be almost 
ruined. In Michigan the outlook for corn 
is poor, with a prospect of three-fourths of 
an average crop. Reports from Wisconsin 
do not give promise to exceed one-half of 
an average yield. In Nebraska the pros­ 
pect continues good for a nearly full aver 
age yield. The quality of winter wheat is 
generally reported as above the average. 
Dry, plump and hard giving, that grain 
will grade unusually well. This is the 
tenor of the reports Irom Kansas. Missouri, 
Illinois and Indiana. The yield of spring 
wheat grades from eleven to two bushels 
to the acre, only one county, Muscatine, 
reporting the latter figures. In Minnesota 
the yield is reported at from ten to fifteen 
bushels. In Nebraska the yield ranges 
from six to five bushels. Complaints are 
general from Iowa, Missouri, Indiana, Wis­ 
consin and Illinois of drying up and a 
failure. 
Another Passage of the W hirlpool. 
B u ffalo, August 8th.—The turbulent 
waters of the Niagara whirlpool rapids 
weie again navigated in a cask to-day. the 
perilous feat being successfully accom­ 
plished by two men. The daring voyagers 
were William Putts and George Hszlett, 
two coopers, who were employed in the 
same shop with Graham, who made the 
initial trip about three weeks ago. The 
barrel-boat was ton feet long, conical in 
form, and built of the best locust staves. 
It was supplied with a keel rudder, screw 
wheel and turret, with glass-covered peep­ 
holes, Abont 300 pounds of sand ballast 
kept it rightside up most of the time. The 
two men lay hack to hack while passing 
through the more turbulent waters, cling­ 
ing to the bandies made fast to the sides of 
the cask. Each man likewise kept on his 
own side of the cask by means of a car.vas 
sling made fast to the staples. The start 
was made from the Maid of the Mist land­ 
ing, on the Canada side, at 4:25 r. m. A 
rowboat towed the cask to a point just 
above the cantilever bridge, where it was 
turned adrift in the middle of the stream. 
The craft was submerged about half the 
time while passing through the rapids, but 
while circumscribing the outer circle of 
the whirlpool its occupants thrust their 
heads through the open parts, and Potts 
calmly smoked a cigar. A successful land­ 
ing was made at Queenstown, on the Can­ 
ada side, five miles from the slarting-place. 
The voyage occupied 50 minutes. Tne feat 
was witnessed by no less than 15,000 spec­ 
tators. 
Seeking a Terminus. 
New Y ork. August 8th.—The HorMsays: 
Large and valuable purchases of property 
at Greenville, N. J., consisting of the water 
front on Newark Bay, and of lots of land 
extending back to and giving a frontage on 
New York bay, hare been made in the last 
few weeks. These purchases have been 
quietly going on in the interest of the Bal­ 
timore and Ohio Itailroad Company, who 
now own what they have for so many 
yeais been fighting for—an independent 
terminus at the seaboard, where their 
traffic can be delivered and shipped. This 
purchase would seem to give a biack eye to 
the much-talked-of-plan to oiake the ter­ 
minus of the road on Staten Island, and 
which has given a wonderful boom to 


property in that vicinity. It is not yet 
definitely known that the Staten Island 
terminus will be entirely abandoned, hut 
if used it will probably be only tor freight 
traffic. 
Great Excitem ent on the Horiler. 
Eh P a so (Tex.), August 8tb.—No sooner 
was the fact of Cutting’s sentence known, 
than both towns, on the Mexican and 
American side, were wild with excitement 
over the matter. Two meeting - were held 
here, and companies of minute men were 
organized. The merchants fear harm if 
soldiers are not promptly on band. They 
realize that Congress only can declare war, 
but the superior number of Mexican 
soldiers in l’as del Norte would ¡day 
havoc. A single company is at Fort ElLs, 
one mile from El I’aso. Arms and am­ 
munition aro not scarce, however, and the 
citizens are secretly organizing, so as to act 
on the defensive. Their voice is unan­ 
imous for a vindication of American honor, 
and protection of onr citizens. The Mexi­ 
can are, too, angry at the tenor of the press 
and people, and are fearful of violent» on 
account of the numerous mass meetings 
being held. 
Inspection of Railroads. 
W a sh in g t o n , August 8th.—General Jos­ 
eph E, Johnston, the Commissioner of 
Itailroads, left Washington Saturday on 
his annual tour of inspection of the subsi­ 
dized railroads. He will first go to Omaha 
and inspect the Union Pacific and its 
branches. Front Omaha ho will go to San 
Francisco, where he will decide upon his 
further movements. Thomas Hazard, Chief 
Engineer of the Railroad Bureau, left last 
week to inspect the Missouri Pacific and 
its branches and the Southern Pacific. He 
will join the Commissioner at San Fran­ 
cisco. William M. Thompson, assistant 
bookkeeper of the bureau, has gone to San 
Francisco to inspect the books and accounts 
of the Central Pacific. Thomas J Walker, 
of the bureau, has gone to Omaha to in­ 
spect the accounts of the Union Pacific. 
The Knights of Labor. 
PiTTSitCRG, August 8ib.—From a leading 
Knight of Labor it is learned that a move­ 
ment for a general revision of the laws 
governing the organization is on foot. The 
question will he brought before the Rich­ 
mond Convention in October. It is j>ro- 
posed- to give Grand Master Workman 
I’owdefly the additional privilege of se­ 
lecting members of the General Executive 
Board. 11 is aiso proposed to have a con­ 
gress composed of members front each 
State, with its headquarters in New York. 
New York Rank Statement. 
New Y o r k . August 3th.—The weekly 
statement of the associated banks shows 
the following changes: Reserve decrease, 
$4,231,475; loan increase, $3,841,600; specie 
increase, $812,800; legan tender decrease, 
$5,268,500; deposit decrease, $896,900; circu­ 
lation increase, $162 700. The hanks now 
hold $8,647,250 in excess of the 25 per cent, 
rule. 
A Big Blaze. 
C in c in n a t i, August Sth.—The mill and 
grain-house of Fleischman’s distillery, in 
the Mit'ock bottom, were barnel shortly 
after midnight this morning. The ware­ 
house and distillery prnperare located on 
the opposite side of the street, and there is 
grent danger that they may catch. The 
loss so far is over $100,000; partially in­ 
sured. 
Destructive Forest Fires. 
M il w a u k e e (Wis.), August 8th.—Forest 
fires arc raging in Marathon and Clark coun­ 
ties. It to-day contmunicate t to the towns 
of Spertcpr and Colby, and laid the former 
completely in ashes, and scorched the lat­ 
ter. Fires are also raging ill the outskirts 
of Chippewa Falls, and citizens are ready 
for an alarm. At Spencer, a town of 1,000 
population, on the Wisconsin Central, the 
loss is $200,000. Two large sawmills, the 
depot, a wood-turning factory, several 
churches, the school-house, Music Ilall, 
and many residencc-s are lost. At Colon a 
bucket brigade are contending with the 
flames, and the damage is comparatively 
iusigni ficant.A Cobtlv Stable. 
W a s h ix o t o s, August 8th.—Senator Stan­ 
ford will have erected during the summer 
a stable, to cost, when completed, $30.000. 
It will be located on L street, between 
Eighteenth and Nineteenth streets, the 
cost for the ground being $9.555 additional.

The Resignation of Minister Jackson. 
W a s h in g t o n , August 8th.—Secretary 
Bayard said to-night that lie had not re­ 
ceived the resignation of Jackson, Minister 
to Mexico, and that there was nothing new 
in the Cutting case since the dispatch re­ 
ceived yesterday from the United States 
Consul notifying him of the prisoner's sen­ 
tence. 
A Mysterious Murder. 
New Haven (Conn.), August 8th.—Ed- 
watd Terrill, while berrying in a swamp 
near Wallingford, yesterday, found a shoe­ 
box about four 1'eet long. A peculiar 
smell came from the box, and thinking 
something was wrong he summoned assist­ 
ance, and pried olf the cover. The body 
of a man, minus the head, legs and arms 
was revealed. The body was not badly de­ 
composed, and death must have occurred 
within a few days, probably within forty- 
eight hours. Nothing coaid be found on 
the box to indicate where it came from. 
There is no question but what a murder 
has been committed, but who the victim is 
cannot be surmised, as no one has been re­ 
ported missing. 
Klevator and Freight Cars Burned. 
St. Paul (Minn.), August 8th.—A Red­ 
wing special to the Pioneer 1‘res-i says: 
Sheldon & Co.’s elevator at Eggleston, 
eight miles from here, was burned last 
night. The burning debris fell upon the 
railway track and upon a freight train, 
which was thrown from the track after the 
engine passed, and, catching fire, seventeen 
cars loaded with merchandise and ma­ 
chinery were burned. Of nine tramps in a 
car, four were burned to death, three se­ 
riously injured, and two escaped unhurt. 
Free Fight Among the Workers. 
jS'jbw York, August 91h—A. m.—The 
Knights of Labor delegates packed a meet­ 
ing of the Central Labor Union yesterday, 
in the effort to rescind the resolution of 
sympathy with the Progressive C'igarmak- 
crs passed a week ago. A resolution to re­ 
peal last week’s action was offered. It pre­ 
cipitated a discussion, which finally cul­ 
minated in a free fight, in which many 
eyes were blackened and noses broken. 
The Chairman finally declared the meeting 
adjourned before a vote was reached, and 
the appearance of the police detectives 
alone put a stop to the fight. 
Arrival of Michael Davitt. 
New York, August 9th—a. m.—Michael 
Davitt arrived in this city from Ireland 
yesterday on the steamer Germania. He 
wa3 registered on the steamer under an as­ 
sumed name. He wa3 received by Astin 
Ford, of the Irish World, and dined with 
him and a party ot friends. To your cor­ 
respondent. Davitt said that he intended 
addressing a meeting of Irish societies in 
Chicago next Saturday. He will then rest 
till the meeting of tbe League, which he 
will attend, but not as a delegate. A 
month hence he will begin a lecturing tour 
somewhere in the West; periinps in Cali­ 
fornia. He will speak only on Irish subjects, 
home rule idea and the destitution among 
the west ot Ireland fisheries. He does not 
think the split in the League in this coun­ 
try of much consequence. He believes 
the Salisbury Administration will be short­ 
lived, and that the Liberal party will re­ 
unite on some new and nnforscen issue 
with the Gladstones Liberal Party. Scot­ 
land, Wales, the Colonies, nearly the en­ 
tire American press arc in favor of home 
rule. Davitt thinks Ireland can afford to 
wait for home rule, and he believes it to be 
only a question of time. A possible re­ 
sort to coercion by the Tories lie regards as 
no great evil, as it would cause a reaction 
in Ireland’s favor. 
FOREIGN. 
Parnell’s Plans. 
London, August 6th— Parnell is busy 


in Dublin with National League business, j 
He looks paie and worried, and, as at pres-1 
ent arranged, will take a fortnight's rest at 
Wicklow before returning to London. The 
National party will not meet until after the 
delivery of the Queen’s speech. Last Wtd- 
nesday, at Dublin, Mr. Parnell referred to 
the terms of the proposed amendment to 
the address in reply to the speech from the 
throne, calling attention to tiie distress in 
Ireland and the urgent necessity for land 
reform. The Parnellites profess to feel con­ 
fident that Gladstone will support an 
amendment based upon these subjects, blit 
after the decisions of the Unionists at the 
Hartington meeting yesterday that wily 
tactician will scarcely commit the blunder 
of forcing a contest upon the Irish qu stion 
at this time. 
L ib e ra l N a tio n a l F e d e ra tio n . 
London, August 8th.—To-day the Na­ 
tional Liberal Federation, an outgrowth of 
Chamberlain's caucus, has issued a mani­ 
festo, saying : “ Although the result of 
the elections Isas not realized onr hopes, 
the situation is encouraging. The sup­ 
porters of half measures being tiie smallest 
group in Parliament, Gladstone has se­ 
cured the support of a vast majority of 
Liberals and Liberal organizations, and, as 
far as the Federation is concerned, the re­ 
sults of the appeal to the country com­ 
pletely justify the course taken by its 
counsel. The manner in which the Liberals 
responded to Mr. Gladstone's appeal proves 
that the Federation represents the opinion 
of the Liberal party, that party being com­ 
mitted to effecting a union between Eng­ 
land and Ireland. It will never abandon 
the object until that goal has been reached. 
No progress is possible in Liberal work 
until that iias been settled, nor will the 
Conservatives he able to indulge in con­ 
genial inactivity. It is the imperative duty 
of the Liberals to obtain at the earliest pos­ 
sible moment an explicit statement of the 
Tory pol’cy in regard to Ireland. The 
Gladstone policy still lives, and its ultimate 
triumph is assured.’’ 
Mll.tary fo r B e lfast. 
Dublin, August 8th.—In response to ur­ 
gent telegrams received from Belfast this 
evening, 406 infantry soldiers, some of them 
being on furlough, were summoned by 
bugle in the streets, and were dispatched in 
liaste to Belfast by a special train. A b'idy 
of 260 dragoons and infantry will leave for 
Belfast at 4 o’clock to-morrow morning. 
The police of Belfast will be supported by 
the military. 
Great Excitement and More Riuting at 
Belfast. 
Belfast, August 8th.—'The excitement 
here is unabated. This morning rioting 
broke out on tiie Old Lodge road, and the 
police were obliged to fire in order to dis­ 
perse the crowd. This afternoon the not­ 
ing was renewed with great violence in tlie 
Old Lodge, GrosvenorandSpringfield roads. 
Many i>ersons with gunshot wounds have 
been sent to the hospital.

The Volcanic Dinturbanccs In New Zea­ 
land. 
San Francisco, August Sih.—Further 
particulars of the great volcanic disturb­ 
ances in New Zealand were received by the 
steamer Mariposa to-night. The reports of 
the New Zealand dirruid from ail sections 
of the volcanic region show that the earth- 
qttak s continued up to July 2d. Gn June 
22d a relief party reported that all along 
the volcano line it was quiet. The level of 
Luke Tarawera had fatten considerably. 
At Ilotoiti, on June 25th, severe earth­ 
quake shocks were felt. The ei! bath at 
WLakarewarera was throwing up stones 
ami mud twenty feet. At 1’apatangi tho 
boiling lagoon created a peculiar sight, by 
suddenly falling two feet and as suddenly 
rising again. This continued during the 
day. At the Kettra cauldron a similar 
phenomenon occurred. Dr. Hector, tbe 
scientist who went to make an examination 
of the volcanic region, reports that a vol­ 
canic com was thrown up ia Hike Rato- 
mahu during the disturbance, and that on 
July 1st it was already 600 feet high, and 
growing higher daily.

The 
entire volcanic region had been abandoned 
by ail persons. 
Cholera in Japan. 
San Francisco. August sth.-The steamer 
San Pablo, which arrived from Yokohama 
to-day, brings further news of the severity 
of cholera in Japan. In one week the total 
new cases were 293, and deaths 601. It is 
the general opinion that tho authorities 
will at once declare Yokohama a cholera 
infected locality, and close ail places o f 
public assemblage.

Los Anheles, August 8th.—Judge Brun­ 
son, Saturday, ordered a peremptory writ 
of mandate to issue in the case of McFad- 
den vs. the Supervisors oí Los Angele» 
county. This case is interesting in its 
hearings on irrigation matters. On May 
7t!i W. 1!. McFadden and twenty-five other 
citizens of the Santa Ana valley presented 
a petition to the Supervisors, setting forth 
that the Anaheim Union Water Company 
is an anpropriator of water for sale, etc., 
and ’’ that the rates to be collected fur the 
sale, lental or distribution of water sup­ 
plied hv said water company, have not 
been fixed by your honorable body under 
or since the passage of the Act of the Leg­ 
islature entitled ‘An Act to regulate and 
control the sale, rental or distribution of 
appropriated water in this State other than 
in anj' city, city and county, or town, etc.,’ 
approved March 12, 1835. Wherefore your 
petitioners pray that this petition be imme­ 
diately published, with notice of time and 
place of hearing, and that at the hearing 
of this petition your honorable Board fix 
the rates to he charged and collected by 
said Anaheim Union Water Company,” 
etc.This petition was heard by the Super­ 
visors on June 15th, both parties being rep­ 
resented, and the Supervisors abs dutély re­ 
fused all the demands of the petitioners. 
The case was taken before Judge Brunson, 
and he to-day signed a jiidgniti t for the 
plaintiffs, and ordered a peremtorv writ of 
mandate to issue commanding the Super­ 
visors to immediately proceed to act upon 
the above petition according to tiie Act 
specified.

When in 
motion a band of paper is drawn through 
the machine, and during its passage is 
ruled with the staff lines, and passes under 
a number of small marking wheels, which 
correspondió the keys oí the pianoforte, and 
it is here the music is recorded. Tbe nota­ 
tion in which the music is recorded is not 
the ordinary one. When a note is de­ 
pressed on the keyboard, which is in < on- 
nection with the recording machine, the 
corresponding wheel will begin to mark, 
and the length of the line made will be in 
proportion to the length of the note. 
Thu», if a ¡¡ne a quarter of an iuch in 
length represents a quaver, a line an 
eighth of an inch will represent a semi­ 
quaver. Tli is system of notation is easily 
translated into the ordinary notation l>y 
anyone who understands the latter. The 
connexion with the keyboard is obtained 
by a pin fixed under each note, which dips 
into a small cup of mercury. This ar­ 
rangement in no way interferes with tho 
touch of the keyboard.—Bookmaker.

It is settled now, and let us up hope for­ 
ever, that Government interference will 
take place whenever there is direct or in­ 
direct action on the part of any people that 
tends to destroy the navigability of t he 
streams and harbors under the control of 
the Federal Government. The R ecord- 
Uxtox, from the outset, and for many years, 
lias contended that this should he the 
policy of the Government. 
It was always 
culpable neglect, on its part, to refuse to 
interfere. 
It was 
error to 
say that 
the Government ought to do nothing in 
the matter of forbidding the destruction of 
its river trusts, until the State through 
which the rivers flow had put an end to 
works that damaged the rivers. The hesi­ 
tating policy has now been abandoned, and 
that for which this journal so long battled 
is accomplished fact, to wit, that whenever 
property of the Government is menaced by 
individual acts, or a trust of "the Govern­ 
ment is threatened with injury, it is the 
duty of the Federal arm to stretch forth 
and check the wrong. 
We look upon the 
action of Congress in affirming this doc­ 
trine as of the highest and most far-reach­ 
ing importance. 
It really marks a new era 
in the internal policy of this nation. 
It 
forever settles the question of the duty of 
the General Government to every free 
highway that is the heritage of all the 
people of all the country. 
Navigable 
rivers and harbors are in Federal controli 
and of necessity must he under Federal 
protection to the extent of forbidding their 
injury. 
It has taken more than a decade 
of years to secure from Congress this re­ 
cognition. 
We now have it without any 
reservation or conditions. The nation prac­ 
tically -'ays “ the rivers and harbors are 
the property of 
all the people, free 
to the 
commerce of all 
the States 
and the use of all citizens of the Republic- 
The whole people have an individual in­ 
terest in them, and .the burden is not upon 
the State of their locality to take concern 
fur their preservation. The nation is the 
guardian of these heritages, and as such, 
it is hound to conserve their best inter­ 
ests.” 
Had Congress enunciated this right 
doctrine fifteen years ago, as distinctly as 
it now has in the river and harbor bill 
t t 
1 
millions of dollars would have been saved 
to California, a vast expenditure now 
necessary hv the F ederal Government have 
been avoided, and this section ot the .State 
greatly more advanced toward its full pos­ 
sibilities. 
It must be understood that the 
legislation to which we refer does not re- 
l:.te to California rivers alone. 
It isa 
Government policy that applies to all nav­ 
igable streams and natural harbors. While 
we denominate it a “ new policy,” this is 
not strictly true. 
In fact, years ago the 
Federal Government intervened to prevent 
injur by artificial process to its western 
rivers and harbors. 
It so acted in regard 
to the ]-arbors of the great lakes, it so 
acted ir relation to the Mississippi, it en­ 
acted G > looking in that direction rela­ 
tive to Atlantic harbors in the matter of 
dumping ^ rounds, and it hac several times 
intervened to prevent diversion of navi­ 
gable streams, anil the changing of their 
channels by artificial cuts in southern and

V I7 HE REAS, THK LEGISLATURE OF THK 
VV State of California, at its Twenty-six'h 
Session, beginning or. the tilth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California; 


AM ENDM ENT N U M BER O S E . 


Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
sec'ion, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provitlrd, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation w ithin this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to bo and shall be 
assessed a ,id taxed as a jmrt of the reafty; and, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided In Section Ten oí this article; and. 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of sliips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this rtnte, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu oi an ad val­ 
orem tax. The legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits ot 
debts due to bona fide residents • f this stale. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


S ec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law. require 
each taxpayer iu this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
by such taxpayer, or iu his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock m eridian, on the 
HiBt Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except lailroa l prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, towm- 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of eaeh year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tav m two and 
a half percent uj»on the gross earning?.earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall Be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way. roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling Block, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the m ort­ 
gage. deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed 
The 
gross annual earnings earned duriDg the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before thefirst day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules aud regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature mav at any tim e pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads arc situated partly within this 
State aud partly without this otate, the gross an ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


First- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
w ithin this State. 


Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this átate, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this átate ana other Stages or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of such railroad situated in this átate, and 
used in making such earnings, bears to •'h e 
whole num ber of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro- 
rortinn nf interstate earnings thus ascertained 


shall be added to the earninvs made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus ol-t lined 
shall be taken and deemed to be the uro.' ( aru- 
ingx of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose oi this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings ina-i.- wholly within this átate, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as cue road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of the General Fund of this 
áiate, and two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said rai road is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road ont-rated in the several counties, to r the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shidl be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration' aS'Ot ia ion, partnership, person or per­ 
son?, unlawfully failing or refusing to p ar the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be- 
m ine due. or w ithin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads w ithin this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties- 
as the 1 egislature may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced in such m anner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common tcho >1 district, .‘•hall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors ot the district, at a special election 
j held for that purpo-.e, the same hs other prop- 
I erty situated within the district, anything in 
| tiii's article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
¡ And all railroads, ns far as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be -object to an td v'sdorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything iu tbis article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Income taxes may he assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this átate, or any one or more of 
them, in such cases and amounts and in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this State shall have power, by Jnjunc 
tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection o; any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, ar.d then 
onD upon payment to the Tax ( ollector, or intc 
Coiirt. of a sum equal to the am ount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property ir» question; 
provided, that iu all eases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the Tax Collect r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced w ithin thirty days alter 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It snail bo 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the l egislature map designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


SCHEDULE. 


Nothing in this nmendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right or action on ac- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adop* ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The fin»t levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall lie uj*on the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment. 
Now, T h e r e f o r e , pursuant to the provisions 
of the Constitution and an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled “ An Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Proposed Amendments to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Electora for their Approval, approved 
March 7th, A. D. 1883,” the said am endm ent is 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by tho 
qualified electors of the State on 


Tuesday, November 2,1886. 


The am endm ent is designated "Am endm ent 
Number One,” and the b a l l o t s used at such 
election must contain the words, “ FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number One," and the words. 
" AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon. 


And I do hereby offer a reward of one hundred 
dollars for the arrest and conviction of any and 
every person violating any of the provisions of 
Title IV., Part 1, ot the Penal Code; such rewards 
to be paid until the total am ount expended 
hereafter for the purpose reaches the sum of ten 
thousand dollars.

G ran d A rm y R eception N otes. 
The arrangements for the reception to be 
tendered to the Grand Army and distin­ 
guished guests, on Wednesday and Thurs­ 
day next, are rapidly arriving at a state of 
satisfactory completion. 
Meetings were 
held on Saturday evening by the general 
Executive Committee and the Committee 
on Literary Exercises. Many details were 
arranged, and reports from sub-coin mittees 
made which indicate that everything will 
be ready in time, and that all who come 
will be duly received and entertained. 
The report from the Fruit and Grain 
Display Committee warrants the belief that 
one of the finest exhibitions ever seen in 
the Golden State will be prepared for the 
occasion. General Bid well and other lead­ 
ing agriculturists and horticulturists in the 
upper part of the Sacramento valley and 
foothill regions are preparing to have prop­ 
erly represented those sections, and Sacra­ 
mento and other localities will be effectu­ 
ally heard from. In the exhibit of flowers 
the committee having this department in 
charge bid fair to rival in profusion of floral 
wealth that witnessed at the Mrs. Crocker 
festival. General McComb will send nearly 
a carload from Folsom; large consign­ 
ments will be sent from other cities and 
towns, and the people of the Capital City 
are opening their flower gardens and hearts 
to aid the floral greeting to the old veteran 
guests. 
The decorations about the city arc al­ 
ready well advanced. Many of the larger 
buildings have been tastefully dressed in 
the tri-colors, artistically arranged, and it 
is to be hoped that all the business houses 
and private residences, as far as possible, 
will be decorated even if not extensively. 
Let our visiting ex-soldiers see that Sacra­ 
mento is loyal, and appreciative of loyalty 
to the core. 
If our streets could he put 
into a sort of Fourth of July dress of small 
trees, evergreens, etc., it would be a novel 
feature for most of our guests, and be very 
effective in the display.

Fxceltency, Grover Cleveland, to redeem alt 
pledees made by him. direct and implied, to the 
people during the great contest which resulted 
in his elevation to the most exalted position in 
the gift of tiie people ot any country in the 
world—the Presidency of the United States of 
America. 1 am very respectfully yours, 
K. D. Stephens. 
The resignation was accepted, and nomi­ 
nations to till the vacancy declared in or­ 
der. 
H. D. Nash nominated Dr. W. S. Man- 
love, and .1. X. Payne named Add C. Hink- 
son. A roll call was demanded and the 
Democtacy divided as follows :

This was a victory for the country and 
John Rooney, and had a little tinge ot the 
Stockton Convention feeling about. The 
city boys took their medicine, but it did 
not go down as easy as that which they 
usually take.

thanks for the honor conferred. 
Wnt. McLaughlin was elected to fill the 
vacancy in the Second Ward caused by the 
death of Larry O’Laughlin: the county 
members voting solidly for McLaughlin 
and against Singleton, th6 choice of a ma­ 
jority of the city delegates. John Rooney 
was very much’elated, and said, “ I always 
told yees, as goes Brighton, so goes the 
State.” 
H. D. Nash was imbued with the “ old 
Jeffersonian, 
double-distilled, 
never-go- 
back-pn your-ticket-style of Democracy,” 
and intimated that some who trained with 
the unterrilied were only “ half-breeds.”

M anning seemed rather feeble, bis steps 
being by no means sure as lie came down 
stairs. Delegations from the various bodies 
followed the pall-bearers and took seats in 
the blue room and adjoining parlors.

Then Rev. Dr. W m. J. Tucker, who lia l 
come on from Andover, Mass., to perform 
the ceremonies, read the funeral prayer of 
the Presbyterian Church. The clioir of 
the M adison-avenue Presbyterian Church, 
which had taken up a position at the foot 
of the main stair case, sang “ Abide with 
Me." 
Rev. Mr. Tucker next delivered a 
short address on lbe personal qualities of 
the deceased. After this address, Miss An­ 
tonio H enne sang very effectively “ One 
Sweetly Solemn Thought," and Dr. Tucker 
made another brief speech. The choir 
sang “ Beyond the Sm iling and the W eep­ 
ing," and the casket was closed. 
As the casket was borne through the 
marble-floored hall, the choir sang ‘Rock 
of Ages.” 
Eight of Tilden’s employes car­ 
ried the body. 
Among them were the cap- 
lain ot the yacht Viking, the gardener, 
valet and coachman of the dead statesm an. 
The President and his Secretary and dele­ 
gations followed in carriages, but neither 
boarded the 
funeral 
train. Along the 
three-m ile route to Yonkers, thesides of the 
road were lined with people.
